WASHINGTON The Senate’s top Republican called on his party 
to unite behind leading presidential candidate Mitt Romney 
on Sunday as rival Rick Santorum vowed to stay in the race 
beyond a likely defeat in Tuesday’s Wisconsin primary 

Senate Republican Leader Mitch McConnell stopped short 
of endorsing Romney in an interview on CNN’s “State of the 
Union.” But McConnell did say the former Massachusetts 
governor would make an “excellent nominee” and left little 
doubt about whom he supported in the battle to take on Presi- 
dent Obama in the Nov 6 election. 

“It’s time to turn our attention to the fall campaign and 
make the case against the president of the United States. “It’s 
important to get behind the person who is obviously going to 
be our nominee,” McConnell said, referring to Romney 
A victory in Wisconsin’s Tuesday primary would give Rom- 


ney an almost insurmountable lead in the Republicans’ state- 
by-state nominating contest. McConnell joined a chorus of 
other top Republicans who have called for the nominating 
process to wind down. 

Santorum said a defeat in Wisconsin would not force him 
from the race and predicted he would do weU in May when 
several conservative states hold their primaries. 

“The map in May looks very, very good for us,” the former 
Pennsylvania senator said on “Fox News Sunday” 


Santorum said the Democrats had been strengthened in 
2008 by a primary battle that stretched to June, when Repub- 
licans had wrapped up their nomination by March. 

“Four years ago, everybody said, ‘Oh, we’ve got to wrap 
this up,’ and we did and John McCain was the nominee, and 
Barack Obama and Hillary Clinton went into the summer and 
pounded it out and guess what? They came up with the best 
candidate; we came up with somebody who, well, just simply 
wasn’t able to win,” he said.

TURNING YOUR CAR INTO A CASH COW MAY BE 
AS EASY AS HANDING THE KEYS TO STRANGERS

Three years ago Jackie Capozzoli purchased her dream car, a silver 2006 Jeep Wrangler. But 
her graphic design job at Groupon and her side business making and selling jewelry keep her 
so busy, she rarely drives it. 

Now the 23 -year-old Lincoln Square resident has a shot at making money with her unused car. 
The latest twist in the car-sharing market has companies helping owners of private vehicles 
rent them for short periods to people in their neighborhoods. Last month San Francisco- 
based RelayRides entered the Chicago market as part of a national rollout, and Capozzoli 
signed on. 

RelayRides lets car owners set their own rental pricing but suggests they charge about 
$5 an hour, or $40 a day, for a full-size sedan; specialty vehicles might command higher rental 
prices. Renters are responsible for returning vehicles in the same condition they were in when 
picked up, with the same amount of gas in the tank. 

Under the RelayRides banner, the owner of the vehicle receives 60 percent of the rental 
proceeds and grosses an average of $250 a month, said Shelby Clark, who founded the com- 
pany in 2010 and is a 2004 graduate of Northwestern University

For years, car-sharing enterprises Zipcar 
and I-GO have appealed to city dwellers 
looking to save money They rent their vehi- 
cles for short periods; the vehicles are avail- 
able at parking lots or stations across the city 

Making the argument for using a car-shar- 
ing service to the occasional driver isn’t hard. 
The average cost of owning and operating a 
sedan 10,000 miles a year is $7,632, according 
to a 2011 study from AAA. 

Still, renting out a personal car and there- 
by not having it ready for use at any time is 
a huge psychological barrier for some people. 

“Old habits die hard. Transportation habits 
in particular die hard,” said Dave Brook, a car- 
sharing consultant with Team Red U.S., who 
has worked with RelayRides in the past. “{Peo- 
ple} just sort of automatically go for the keys.” 

Peer-to-peer car sharing faces other hurdles 
as well: Car owners have to accept that if their 
vehicle is trashed or crashed, damages will be 
covered. 

RelayRides, which advertises its service on- 
line, said car owners are covered by a $i mil- 
lion insurance policy, and it checks that each 


renter has a valid driver’s license that matches 
his or her credit card. A renter who gets into a 
fender bender is responsible for the first $500 
in repairs. 

The company said it charges the renters 
and reimburses car owners for minor dam- 
ages such as stains from spilled coffee or pets. 
Inconsiderate renters often are rated unsatis- 
factory by fellow users and can be kicked out 
of the program, RelayRides said. 

Still, car owners worry Before Capozzoli 
listed her Jeep on RelayRides, she was ner- 
vous the car might get scratched. 

“I love my car and I take care of my car,” she 
said. At the same time, money from renting 
her Jeep will offset the $500 to $600 a month 


the vehicle costs her. 

“I think the benefits outweigh the risks,” 
she said. 

In January the reputation of peer-to-peer 
car sharing took a blow when HiCear, which 
focuses on luxury vehicles, made headlines 
after thieves using stolen identities drove 
off with four of its users’ cars. Last month 
HiCear was acquired by RentzBuy a luxury 
car rent-to-own business. RentzBuy said it 
has retained most of HiCear’s car owners and 
was beefing up security, though a spokesman 
declined to be specific. 

Clark got the idea for RelayRides as a stu- 
dent at Harvard Business School. One wintry 
day he couldn’t locate a Zipcar to drive to a 


Thanksgiving family gathering. 

“I’m slugging through the sleet and the 
snow, very unhappy that I’m biking in the 
snow ... {wondering}, ‘Why am I passing all 
these cars to get to a car?’ ” Clark said. 

RelayRides started in June 2010 in Bos- 
ton and entered the San Francisco market 
that year. The company has raised more than 
$13 million in venture capital funding from 
investors, including General Motors Ventures 
LLC, Google Ventures, Shasta Ventures and 
August Capital. 

Frost & Sullivan, a consulting firm that 
tracks car sharing in North America, proj- 
ects it will grow from 1.3 million users this 
year to 4.4 million users in 2016.

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IT’S ELECTRIC!

The new buzzword in Chicago’s car-sharing scene is “electric.” 

The Zipcar and l-GO car-sharing services recently announced the addition of electric cars 
to their fleets. 

Zipcar, a Cambridge, Mass.-based company that rolled into Chicago in 2006, added five 
Chevrolet Volts to its 275-car lineup and plans to acquire 20 more in 2012, the Tribune re- 
ports. The company’s general manager in Chicago, Charles Stephens, told the Tribune the 
introduction of these electric cars will be a learning experience both for the company and 
its users. 

“We feel that it’s a great test bed, not only for Zipcar to understand how to best integrate 
electric vehicles, but for our membership to try out these vehicles that they might have 
only read about,” he said. 

l-GO is also taking the electric route with the addition of four new cars-two Mitsubishi i 
models and two Nissan Leaf models. 

“We surveyed our users awhile back and there was a lot of interest and excitement about 
electric cars,” l-GO Chief Executive Sharon Feigon said. 

Feigon said the inclusion of the Mitsubishi model was a high priority for the company. 

In addition to acquiring 28 more electric cars, l-GO also plans to build 16 solar-powered 
charging stations for the vehicles throughout the city. 

“With gas prices as high as they are, I think it’s really intuitive to get these electric cars 
now to offer to our users,” Feigon said.

But the 
Wrigleyville resident said he signed up with 
RelayRides because he likes the idea of hav- 
ing access to a wider range of cars when he 
needs one. 

Peer-to-peer car sharing is likely to succeed 
in one area where traditional car-sharing com- 
panies have not: outside major cities. 

“By necessity, the Zipcars and the I-Gos 
need fairly dense [population areas] in order 
to get enough people around a car to keep it 
busy,” Brook said. 

Brook believes car sharing will evolve. 

“I think eventually as peer-to-peer gets 
more common or car sharing itself gets more 
widely used, some people will have a close 
network of people who are the only ones who 
can use their car rather than listing publicly”

Lights blinked off in Chicago and around the 
world Saturday to mark Earth Hour, an inter- 
national effort to raise awareness about cli- 
mate change. 

From 8:30-9:30 p.m. local time around the 
globe, lights were turned off in landmarks, 
businesses and homes, saving energy as a sym- 
bol to support efficiency and ecology 

In Chicago, the Wrigley Field marquee host- 
ed a ceremony by turning off excess lights, and 
other landmarks such as the Wrigley Building 
and NBC Tower followed suit along with City 
Hall, the Cultural Center, Public Safety Head- 
quarters and additional city facilities. 


Hundreds of other buildings, institutions 
and landmarks throughout the Chicago area— 
including Chase Tower, the James R. Thomp- 
son Center and Willis Tower— planned to take 
part. 

Earth Hour is observed on the last Saturday 
of March, when everyone is asked to turn off 
all non-essential lights for an hour. 

The annual event has grown from a one-city 
initiative to a global movement with more than 
5,200 cities becoming involved since 2007, of- 
ficials said in a statement. 

Earth Hour, organized by the World Wild- 
life Fund, has reached about 1.8 billion people 
in 135 countries, officials said.

A Chicago artist known for his pop-art style 
and celebrity portraits will help celebrate the 
50th anniversary of the film “To Kill a Mock- 
ingbird” this month with a piece commis- 
sioned by the United States Postal Service.

Nicolosi, 50, was born in Rockford and now 
lives in Chicago, where he also practices den- 
tistry He read Lee’s novel in high school and 
said it is his favorite book. 

“The mockingbird sings many different 
songs and each reader takes away with them 
the song that fits them best,” he said. 

The artist said he developed a friendship 
with the reclusive Lee after she requested a 
print of artwork he created for the 50th an- 
niversary of the book in 2010.

A Kansas man was 
struck by lightning hours after buying 
three Mega Millions lottery tickets Thursday 
proving in real life the old saying that a gambler 
is more likely to be struck down from the sky 
than win the jackpot. 

Bill Isles, 48, bought three tickets in the re- 
cord $656 million lottery Thursday at a Wichi- 
ta, Kan., grocery store. 

On the way to his car. Isles said he com- 
mented to a friend: “I’ve got a better chance of 
getting struck by lightning” than winning the 
lottery 

Later at about 9:30 p.m.. Isles was standing 


in the backyard of his Wichita duplex when 
he saw a flash and heard a boom— a lightning 
strike. 

“It threw me to the ground quivering,” Isles 
said in a phone interview Saturday “It kind of 
scrambled my brain and gave me an irregular 
heartbeat.” 

Isles, a volunteer weather spotter for the 
National Weather Service, had his portable 
ham radio with him because he was check- 
ing the skies for storm activity He crawled on 
the ground to get the radio, which had been 
thrown from his hand.

You can get a foil body workout 
at home in just 30 minutes— as long 
as you optimize your time and energy 
on a few key moves. 

We asked high-profile trainer Jes- 
sica Smith, star of the *^10 Minute So- 
lution: Ultimate Boot Camp” DVD, 
to share her ideal workout, which 
tackles cardio and strength training 
in one session.

Split push-up knee drives (1 minute) 

starting in a kneeling posiUon. put your right hand sligiitly in front of your left on the floor Center 
your chest between your hands and extend both legs back behind you in a plank position, with 
your feet wider than hip-width apart Bend your elbows and. maintaining a straight line through 
your spine, lower your chest to just above the floor. Pus^i away from the floor and return to plank 
position. Now. do a knee drive by quickly bending your left knee in and across to your right elbow; 
place the left foot back on the floor Repeat, Do as many push-ups and 
knee drives as you can for 30 seconds, then switch the position of 
your hands and change knees for the remaining 30 seconds 


Side-to-side squats (1 minute) 

Stand with your feet together, both arms reaching overhead, palms facing in. Step lo the side with your right foot so your 
feet are hip-width apart and squat while reaching both arms to the outsides of your legs, keeping your knees behind your 
toes as you squat. Straighten up and bring your right foot back next to your left as you reach both arms overhead again. 
Repeat, stepping out with your left foot. Do as many reps as you can, continuing to alternate sides. 


Shot put twist (2 minutes) 

This exercise references the way an athlete releases a shot put. Stand with 
your feet slightly wider than hip-widlh apart, knees slightly bent. Turn your 
body to the right, aiming your toes to the right as you turn: bend both knees 
and lunge to the floor, rotating your back left heel off the ground. As you lower, 
press your left arm across your body toward your right foot, flexing your hand, 
and bend your right elbow in, close to your body. Stand up quickly, rotating to 
your left, turning your toes and lifting your back right heel, pressing your right 
arm up and across your body and bending your left elbow in. Repeat for 1 min- 
ute on the same side, and then perform on opposite side for 1 minute. 


T otal body time-saver workout 

Total time: Smith recommended that the 
entire circuit be done twice without resting, 
which will take about 20 minutes. 




1, 2, 3 squat thrust (1 minute) 

Start in a low crouched position, with 
both hands flat on the floor under your 
shoulders, and knees bent under your 
body, heels lifted. Shift your weight into 
your straight arms, and jump both feet 
out and back to the right (imagine a tri- 
angle, your head is the center, you are 
aiming for the back right corner), extend- 
ing your legs fully out as you land. Jump 
your feet back to start and then repeat to 
the left. Do this as many times as you can 
for1 minute. 



Back extension reach (1 minute) 

From a push-up position, gently lower yourself down 
onto your stomach, and point your toes. Bend both 
elbows in by your sides, with your hands off the floor, 
and extend your spine, lifting your chest off the floor 
(looking down with your eyes so your neck stays 
in line with your spine); reach both arms overhead, 
palms facing down, as you lift both thighs off the floor. 
Bend your elbows back in and lower your legs, then 
lower your body back to the floor. Do as many as you 
can for 1 minute. 







Baiancing abs (2 minutes) 

Start standing on your right leg, with your right arm 
reaching to the ceiling, palm facing away from you, 
and extend your left leg behind you and off the floor. 
Pull your abs in tight toward your spine and sweep 
your left leg in front of you while you fold forward 
(think of doing a crunch with your abs) and reach 
your right hand toward your left toes. Then, trying not 
to touch the ground, extend your left leg back behind 
you and lifting your arm back up, returning to your 
starting position. Repeat this for 1 minute, then do the 
opposite side for 1 minute. 


Forward reaching 
lunges (1 minute) 

Stand with your feet together, 
both arms extended up 
overhead, palms facing away 
from you. Take a wide step 
forward with your right foot 
and immediately bend both 
knees about 90 degrees, low- 
ering your body down, reach- 
ing both hands to the outside 
of your right foot. Make sure 
your front knee stays be- 
hind your toes as you lower. 
Quickly push off the right 
foot and step back to your 
start position, pressing both 
arms back overhead. Repeat 
with the left leg. Alternate 
sides with each rep. 



Elbow plank knee taps (1 minute) 

From your back extension (above), prop yourself up on your elbows and tuck toes un- 
der. Draw your abs in tight and lift your hips and thighs off the floor, making a straight line 
through your head, hips and heels. Pressing your forearms into the floor and keeping your 
torso as still as you can, quickly alternate bending one knee and tapping it very lightly 
against the floor and then straighten it back out. Continue for 1 minute.

Think you have what it takes to get in shape? 
Spring is “gut check” time. And if those abs — 
or arms or thighs — aren’t ready for public dis- 
play here are some ways to start a new work- 
out routine. 

IF YOU ARE WORKING OUT 
BUT ARE BORED 

Spring-clean your routine 

Try one new cardiovascular workout each 
week for a month, said Mark Verstegen, 
founder of Athletes’ Performance and Core 
Performance, which specializes in athletic 
training, nutrition and physical therapy 
“If you’re a hard-core runner, try the Ver- 
saclimber for an intense cardio challenge. 
Avid cyclists can try a kickboxing class or 
swimming.” 

Amp it up 

“Increase your sets, reps or mileage,” said 
Amanda Visek, an assistant professor of exer- 
cise science at the George Washington Univer- 
sity “In order to continue to see fitness gains, 
you have to continually challenge your body” 


Set a new goal 

Sign up for a new event or work toward set- 
ting a personal record. 

IF YOU’VE BLOWN OFF YOUR 
NEW YEAR’S FITNESS RESOLUTION 

Troubleshoot 

Figure out why you quit working out so you 
don’t repeat the pattern. Were your goals re- 
alistic? Did you have enough time to accom- 
plish them? We often set ourselves up to fail 
because we start with unrealistic expecta- 
tions, Visek said. 

Plan ahead 

Eliminate common excuses, Verstegen said. 
Pack your gym bag the night before or store 
extra workout clothes and an old pair of 
sneakers in your car so you can never say, “I 
don’t have my gym clothes,” he said. 

IF YOU’VE BEEN SEDENTARY 
ALL WINTER 

Change one thing at a time 

“Don’t both diet and exercise all at once,” 
said Michele Olson, research director of the 


Human Performance Re- 
search Lab at Auburn Uni- 
versity Montgomery “Stick to 
one change at a time and add on other 
changes after you have tackled one. It’s 
better to succeed at one thing than to fail 
at a couple.” 

Add basic— even mindless— activity 
to your day Verstegen said. Start by tak- 
ing the stairs, parking your car farther away 
in the lot, and walking a few laps around your 
son’s soccer game rather than sitting the entire 
time. These small steps help you become more 
active and burn significant calories over time. 
Break it down 

Several lo -minute bouts of exercise can be as 
effective as one 30 -minute workout. Olson 
suggests starting with 10 minutes of some- 
thing like walking or basic yoga. After two 
weeks, add another 10 minutes — and know 
that you can do the additional 10 minutes 
later in the day In another week, tack on 10 
more minutes of something moderately phys- 
ical so you are accumulating 30 minutes most 
days of the week.

Is there a new 
TV star a-brewing? 


MCT 

Harvey Gold sees a significant food void on 
TV. 

Sure, there are plenty of wacky offbeat 
shows. A guy eating bizarre food. Two guys 
eating fiery food. Pastry chefs trying to create 
the ideal cupcake. 

But Gold, a longtime TV producer, and 
many others want to see a regular program 
starring arguably the most popular alcoholic 
beverage in the world: beer. 

Despite its popularity— Americans down 
more than 20 gallons per person each year- 
beer has yet to break through as a star of its 
own series, instead being cast in a supporting 
role or being featured only in specials. That’s 
bound to change at some point, TV produc- 
ers and beer industry experts believe, because 
of the country’s growing love affair with craft 
beer. 

‘America’s greatest export as an industry is 
pop culture, and craft beer is starting to move 
into the popular culture,” said Gold, who lives 
near Akron, Ohio. 

His New York City-based production com- 
pany, Gold Teleproductions, is developing 
a half-hour travel and educational program 
devoted to beer. He plans to pitch the show, 
called “Wash It Down,” to cable networks. 
Gold also runs the website yourbeernetwork. 
com. 

Scott Martin Brooks, best known for the 
Budweiser “Whassup?” commercials, signed 
on to serve as the host. In addition to focusing 
on beer and food, the show will explore the 


history and stories behind breweries. 

Gold selected Church Brew Works, a brew- 
ery set inside a gorgeous former Catholic 
church in Pittsburgh, to feature in the con- 
densed pitch episode. He envisions each epi- 
sode highlighting two breweries. 

“When I see good programming, I start 
salivating,” Gold said of what he’s trying to ac- 
complish with the show ‘And I start getting 
hungry And I start getting thirsty We refer to 
it as food porn and beer porn.” 

Since the Discovery Channel show “Brew 
Masters” wasn’t renewed after airing six epi- 
sodes in late 2010, the only show that regular- 
ly features craft beer is “Drinking Made Easy” 
a program on the little-watched HDNet net- 
work. The show highlights locally made beer, 
wine and liquor in various communities. But 
it’s also part drinking game and about over-in- 
dulging. Its charm revolves around host Zane 
Lamprey and sidekick Steve McKenna. 

Successful reality TV shows are driven by 
the personalities of the stars, insiders said. 

“The first (successful beer] show will be 
entertaining first and be about beer second,” 
predicted Paul Leone, a producer with beer 
america.tv. 

He’s developed a show called “Beer Amer- 
ica.” It’s a series of eight hourlong episodes, 
and it follows six craft brewers as they enter 
the Great American Beer Lestival. The show 
is being pitched to networks. 

“If somebody is bold enough, it’ll be on TV 
Then everybody will have one,” Leone said. 
“It’s just a matter of time.”

Keep your enemies close 
—to bond on Facebook 

CNN 

lb the dismay of some, Facebook has no "Dis- 
like^^ button. But a new application for the 
social network may prove to be the next-best 
thing. 

The app, EnemyGraph, encourages Face- 
book users to list people or places or things 
they dislike, then share them with like-mind- 
ed haters as a way of bonding. C^u think 
Crocs are hideous? T think Crocs are hideous! 
Tx:t's be buds!”) 

“Most social networks attempt to connect 
people based on affinities: you like a certain 
band or film or sports team, T like them, there- 
fore we should be friends,” EnemyGraph co- 
creator Dean Terry wrote in a blog post. “Rut 
people are also connected and motivated by 
things they dislike. Alliances are created, 
conversations are generated, friendships are 
stressed, stretched, and/or enhanced.” 

Among the app's most- mentioned “en- 
emies” SO far are some familiar targets: poli- 
ticians, Justin Bieber, the Internet Explorer 
browser, Nickelback, social game FarmVille 


and, yes. Crocs — those odd-looking plastic 
clogs fas hi on i Stas love to hate. 

Users of the app appear to largely be left-of- 
center politically. Near the top of the enemies’ 
list are GOP candidates Mitt Romney and 
Rick Santo rum, Fox News,, conservative com- 
mentator Rush Limbatigh and former Alaska 
Gov. Sarah Palin. President Obama is the sole 
Democrat on the list. 

Terry is an artist, technologist and director 
of the emerging media and communications 
program at the University of Texas at Dal- 
las. EnemyC^raph was developed in one of 
his classes. He credits grad student Bradley 
Griffith and undergraduate Harrison Massey 
with actually building the app. 

The EnemyGraph app, or plug-in, is easily 
installed through Facebook. The idea behind 
it, Terry said, was to offiiet what he sees as 
Facebook ’s enforced artificial culture of nice- 
ness, which encourages affinities but leaves 
less room for disagreement. 

^'When T saw the first friends list at the 
beginning of the social media era the first 
thing T thought was, 'where’s the enemies 
list?’ ” Terry said in his post. “No one ever 
made one, so we did.”

Punk 


Don’t touch the headphones— Chicago’s 
WWE star lives by his own rules 

When he blasted WWE’s higher-ups on live 
TV, CM Punk had GQ, ESPN and “Jimmy 
Kimmel Live” banging on his door. TMZ and 
CNN interviewed him about his recent Twit- 
ter feud with pop star Chris Brown. But on 
this particular March afternoon on the Blue 
Line— the train he takes to and from OTIare 
every week with the diamond-bedecked 
WWE championship belt in his suitcase— 
Punk appears to have gone unrecognized by 
those sitting around him. 

T'hat’s just how he likes it. 

“Pm so cranky,” Punk says, holding onto 
a pole by the ‘T’ train's doors to keep his 
balance. Punk (real name: Phil Brooks) is 
on the third day of a diet that requires him to skip food entirely in 
favor of juices because “Em bored out of my mind and Em trying to 
get in wrestling shape. I can't work out harder than I do. Eve been a 
[pescetarian] for three months.” 

The 33-year-old pro wrestler is by no means out of shape. But when 
you compare his heavily tattooed body to the superhero physiques of 
The Rock or John Cena, you can see why WWE's muscle-obsessed 
CEO, Vince McMahon, may have overlooked Punk for so long, and 
why 13-time WWE champion Triple H called him a “skinny fat kid.” 

“I think that’s [Triple H’s] perception of me,” says Punk, who 
was scheduled to defend his title against Chris Jericho on Sxxnday at 
Wrestlemania XXVIII in Sun Life Stadium in Miami Gardens. “It 
shows the perception people have is completely archaic and outdated. 
I assume it’s a bodybuilding thing. Em not skinny, and Em not fat. Eve 
never used a drug in my life.”

Punk famously has the words “Drug” 
and “Free” tattooed on his knuckles and 
“Straight Edge” inked on his stomach (he 
says he’s never used steroids, painkillers or 
recreational drugs or consumed alcohol, due 
to his Straight Edge lifestyle). And on this 
afternoon, what was supposed to be a day 
off from his hectic schedule, he is wearing a 
“Drug Free” T-shirt underneath a baggy black 
hooded sweatshirt, along with a Cubs cap 
that appears to be on its last legs. 

“I can be pretty incognito,” Punk says of 
getting recognized on the train. “Ell have my 


hood up and hands in my pocket, ... It doesn’t 
stop a lot of people. They’ll talk to me for a 
while, and I’ll stare at them for a while [with 
headphones on], and Ell say T didn't hear a 
word you just said.’ ” 

The Lockport native is, in wrestling par- 
lance, a baby face (good guy) and soaks up the 
fan adoration every time he walks to the ring 
with his theme song. Living Colour's “Cult of 
Personality” playing over the loudspeakers. 
But Punk can come off as an unapologetic, 
walking “do not disturb” sign when he isn’t 
working. 


He’s been known to vent about fans who 
don't respect his privacy— specifically the 
ones who tap him on the shoulder when he's 
checking in at the airport or the ones who 
take off his headphones to get his atten- 
tion— and has laid into autograph hounds 
with binders full of photos who he feels are 
trying to make money off of him. 

He’s more than willing to interact with 
fans and critics on Twitter, but anyone who 
tweets him risks a sarcastic or insulting 
response, including making ftxn of spelling 
and grammar. When one follower tweeted, 


“I'm going to Chicago for the ist time for St 
Pattys Day What places should I visit?” Punk 
simply replied, “Indiana,” When another 
tweeted, “noone cares where ur going or 
what your doing,” Punk fired back, “Ifbu 
mean you're'. Unfollow me. Or kill yourself” 
“Eve tweeted a few things that I thought 
for sure would get me a call from [WWE's] 
office,” Punk says as the train approaches his 
stop, “It never happened, ... Maybe I need to 
be more rebellious.”
